Co). Lamar Fontaine, tne Noted Ei- 


Bebol, m Deoatur— Stot 


67 Times, 


This morning Col. Latnar Fontaine, ot 


Shaw, Miss,, paid tbe RBPUBUOAN a call, 
accompanied by Milton Billing*, of Cerro 
Qordo, a veteran of Co, B, 116th Illinois 
Regiment. 
At Vicksbnrg both men 


faced each other several days and heard 
the bntlete wbiatle over their heads. 
Colonel Fontaine, who is 63 years ot nge, 
and looks like a man of 40, was in tbe 
Mnioan war. He enlisted in 1861 in 
the lOtb Mississippi, was in the 13th 
Mississippi, in the 2nd Virginia Cavalry 
and near the close ot tbe war commanded 
the -1th Confederate Regulars, During 
the wer Col. Fontaine bod bis H«eh 
broken 67 times by Federal bullets, and 
13 went through hie body. He was shot 
tit rough the In nge from front to back 
once, and again through tbe side, the 
same bullet breaking both acme. At the 
battle of Cuicamauge be was wounded in 
the right leg, end that member had to be 
amputated below the knee. During the 
siege of Vioksbnrg the coloael served as 
a scout and spy. Twitie tbe Rebels ran 
ont of caps for their gnae at Vicksburg 
and twice Lamar wutit through the 
Federal lines and back Again, each time 
bearing 120pooods of caps which he got 
from the outside trienos ot tbe "Loet ' 
Caase." Tbe Federal government each 
time offered a reward of 110,000 for the 
capture ot Fontaine but he was too 
smooth for tbe northern sconta and 
sharpshooters. He eaeaped apprehension, 
and lived to lay down bis arms. 


Now the Colonel ie engaged in working 


up the interest in the proposed "Blue and 
the Gray" reunion antl peace congress to 
be beld at Chicago daring the World's 
Fair, Hesayatbe rank and file ot tbe 
Confederate soldiers quit fighting at 
Apponiattox and that they acknowledge 
now as they did then that they were 
whipped and tbnt their oanse was wrong. 
The Colonel will attend the fair at 
Monticello this week and will also pay 
frequent visile to Deoatnr.

Bow Tin Plates are Made. 


In view of the present crisis in tbe 


Sonth Wales tin plate trade, the partica 
larsof the Uorewood process of tinning 
plates now in me at tbe works of the 
United States Iron and Tin Plate Oom< 
pttty, Limited, Demmier, Fa., may be ot 
interest, Tbe plates are rolled io tbe 
ordinary way into blade sheets, eight ot 
these sheets being rolled nt one time,and 
after being sheared to siaa nre pat in the 
black pickle bath of sulphuric ocij,wLiere 
all oxidation is removed. They are then 
placed ic an oonealing furnace for thirty- 
til hours, after which they are passed 
through tbe cold rolls,receiving a smooth, 
polished surface: tbey (ire annealed again 
nod pat irtlo tbe white pickle, where they 
ore thoroughly cleansed from guy osidtt' 
tron; they ore then ready for the tinning 
process. Tbe tootle of putting on tbe 
coat o[ tin is very simple. The platee 
lire first submerged in u bath of pnlia oil 
until nil the woter (liBoppenre, the oil 
forming a (Inx foi1 the tin, the first coat 
o( which ie received ia the tin pot; the 
plates are neal dipped iu tbe "wash pot,' 
uml when taken out the tin is spread 
ovt>r the surface with a brush by bnnd 
Tlae final oct ill the tiE-contiag process 
consults in passing the pint as through 
rollti, muning ia palm oil, whereby l,h« 
Uo is erenly distrtbntad aud & smooth 
sorface obtained. There are five ot these 
rails used, three running on top of two, 
Had the plates rnaKo I wo pneaes through 
Ibeta, ID the tirst place being let do wo 
throagh the first ana second ot tbe upper 
set, timl by a oradle nrrau^emobt being 
returned through the second ucd third. 
This completes tbe tinning operation 
proper, and the polish is obtained by 
rapid movements of the p'ates through 
brim and middlings., respectively, and 
then polishing with ebeepikiti. The re- 
sult obtained nt tbe Demmler works is a 
very excellent article of bright tin plate, 
/row.

trol of the government, and in that case 
these third parties might aa well have 
voted directly tor the candidate of the 
party they practically aided. 
People 


have also come to understand that de- 
signing men wbo have been disappointed 
In securing or retaining places ic the 
great parties are always found at the 
birth of these new organizations. 


The time has'been when men could be 


led Into these new organizations with the 
hope thnt, like the Republican party, 
new parties coald be sprang into power, 
but this theory bae died out of tbe minds 
ot nil except the moat thoughtless. Since 
the organization of tfce government there 
has boen two elements or civilizations 
whose political beliefs have been antngo 
nistia. They were at the first known aa 
Federalists and anti-Federalists,

one believed in a strong central govern 
meet and tbe other in the Sovereignty of 
tbe states,

the anti-Federalists went into rebellion 
against the government. The anti-Fed- 
eralist element in 1830, th»n known ae 
tbe Democratic party, adopted tree trade 
as apart of its principles while the Wbigc 
and afterwards the Republicans held on 
to tbe originally universal principle ol 
protection.

Tbe voters of the country are its sover- 
eigns and no voter can measure up to his 
responsibilities as c sovereign by refusing 
to vote nor can he absolve himself from 
each responsibility by wasting his time 
in Baseless endeavor to organize third 
parties so long as these doctrines, now 
contended tor by the two old parties, are 
always present.

Tin Plate u Spite ot Them. 


A personal visit to the new tin plate 


works now neariug completion ia St. 
Lome, the project of P. O. Ntedringhana 
& Co.,satisfies as that these people pro- 
pose to manufacture tin plate in large 
quantities in the near future. They are 
putting up monoy, the earn ot which will 
reach nearly one million dollars, in the 
erection of this new plant to follow the 
new industry, made possible by the Uo- 


flley bill. This is being done by the 


NJedringhana people in the face ot all the 
misrepresent at lone and obstacles that it 
ia possible toe American and English free 
traders to pat in their way, bnt the out- 
lay ot cash in the completion of the plant 
is coctiaude without intermission which 
the measure ot this company's faith in 
the possibilities of that industry on Amer- 
ican soil. Niedrmghaue £ Co. bava been 
manufacturing tin plate in tbe stamping 
works at the rate ot about forty boies 
a week. This has been largely experi- 
mental end has satisfied it hem that the 
business cnn be made a success and the 
erection of the new works is the out- 
growth of the satisfactory reeolts ot the 
infant plant, at the stampina works. The 
new plant ie located near tbe river on 
Destiebaa and Second streets, ace! when 
completed will employ about 600 men 
and will turn out about from five ban 
drsdtoEiz hundred boxes of tin plat 
a day, This plant consists ot a rolling 
mill about 250 feet by 250 feet and a 
building about 300 feet by 100 f*et where 
tbe process ot tinning the steel sheets 
will be done. The rolls are now being 
placed in position io the rolling mill and 
are not materially different from tbe or- 
dinary sheet iron rolls except that they 
sre more nicely adjusted so as to roll a 
thiner eheet. In all there will be from 
20 to 25 sets oE rollers with a fall com* 
plementof beating and annealing far 
cacee. 
The tinning house will be 


equipped with fifteen different sets ot 
tinning pots. Ia anticipation ot the suc- 
cess of the tin plate business in this 
country, this company has purchased 
about 800 acres ot land ia Illinois near 
the east end of Merchants' bridge where 
they expect to remove the stamping 
works, which ate now in the heart ot the 
city, and also build other tin plate mills. 


This enterprise-is being pushed ahead 


ia spite of the opposition of onr Ameri- 
can free traders, who, to a man, would 
rather see it tail tban to succeed at the 
expense ot their favorite stock theories, 
Bnt the tin plate industry bos come to 
stay in spite of thfc whole free trade crew, 
aa the plate glass and other industries 
have.

Under tbiit law those whi 
neglect to vote in order to shirk jar 
duty will be ID greater danger ot betui 
drawn as juror* than those wbo go to th 
poll*. It it, in fact, a titw in favor o 
compulsory voting.

This teat, for which BO appropriation 


was made b. the last Congress, through 
the intluenwot Senator Charles B. Tar- 
well, of tbisetnte, is the result of a theory 
long held by many men, that explosions 
in tbe air have a tendency to produce 
condensation ot eoepeuded vapor and 
precipitate it in the form of rain. The 
theory grew oni of tb* fact that, immed- 
iately after a large majority of buttles in 
post war*, copious rain* have fallen. On 
this anbject Edward Powers, ot Delevan, 
Wis,, after extensive investigation pub- 
lished, a year affOi an exceedingly inter- 
esting book entitled "War and the 
Wealber," in wbich he bw collated facts 
,'hiob show thnt almost every battle in 
he East, West and Sotith during thelftte 
rar was immediately followed by niia. 
That of the battles ID Mexico, in Europe 
nd also in Asia the same is true. In 
hie volume is cited the fact, which some 
f our renders rosy recall, that in August, 
873, when Henry Meiggs we building 
he railroad in Peru, Sooth America, a 
remendoQs rain came to this rainless 
oiiDty which indicted great dnmaga ow- 
ns to the fact that the houses were not 
overetl to tura rain. This ruin was snp- 
losed to have been brought on by blast- 


rocks in tbe mountain* in construct- 


ay tbe road bed. 


Tbe experiment of Monday which re- 


sulted in rain was made in Teias, at a 
point where there has been no rain tor a 
ocg period. Intact the rain, followed 
bo explosions whicb were made in test- 
ng tbe devices to be need in making the 
upenment. It waa not a gentle shower 
rat a two inch rain covering un arennf 
about 1,000 equitfe miles. 


With this result it seetns tliat we are 


upon the threshold oi the production ot 
rain by artificial means. Should the ar- 
.^•.'ial production of rain become a 8ci- 
entitle fact som* grave questions are 
ikelv to grow out ot it. First will be 
;he theological theory held by some that 
God gives and withholds the rain. There 
will be those who will regard tbe artifi- 
cial production of rein as an unwarranted 
nterferenoe with the Decrees ot God, re- 
gardlese ot the fact that the natural laws 
ited j by the Creator are sgenta which 
mao was intended to use in hi* own be- 
half. 


Then there will ariee the difficulty ot 


jringing rain at a time to enit all tbe 
mhftbitante of any given locality. There 
will always b* those wbo are not ready 
tor rain, which will give rise to a neces- 
sity for legislation re quiring every man to 
be ready, or else fix rain date* by law. 
Then again it the Government ebonld 
undertake to conduct tbe rain bnebese 
the dogma ot eUte sovereignty will con 
front it, nnd the question ot the right ot 
theGofemment to go into a sovereign 
state to water the farmers'^ crops wili 
rise up like a spectre in the shape ot a 
lot of old tonsils, wbo would rather born 
up by drouth than surrender a doctrine 
that has [brought our- country nothing 
but war and blood, and evil and corrup- 
tion. But ID face of all these dangers we 
soy let tbe work ot experimenting in the 
artificial production of taio go on, and i 
it can b« mrde a success the country 
will Eomebow manage to get nd ot tbe
